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MOTION OF STAKD ENERGY CORPORATIOY 
FOR LEAVE TO BE GRANTED FULL IYTERVEYTION 

1. On December 29,2003, Louisville Gas and Electric Company (“LG&E”) filed an 

application for a proposed general increases in electric and gas base rates. 

2. Stand Energy Corporation (“SEC”), a privately held Kentucky Corporation, is 

engaged in the marketing of natural gas to numerous end use customers throughout the Midwest, 

including the Commonwealth of Kentucky. SEC currently serves transportation customers 

behind LG&E and Columbia Gas of Kentucky, including facilities owned by the Commonwealth 

of Kentucky. SEC saved several Commonwealth of Kentucky facilities almost $1 million in 

natural gas costs in the last fiscal year versus the sales price the facilities would have paid the 

relevant utility. Similar savings would be possible for all large natural gas customers if the 

tariffs of local distribution companies like LG&E promoted transportation of customer owned 

gas rather than punishing gas transportation customers and their suppliers with unreasonably 

high fees and charges.
